President  Terrence  A.  Gomes,  Ed.D. 

Terrence  A.  Gomes,  or  "Terry",  as  he  prefers 
to  be  called,  earned  his  Bachelor  of  Arts 
from  Lincoln  University  and  a  Master  of 
Arts  from  Rhode  Island  College.  In  1979, 
Gomes  earned  a  Doctor  of  Education  from 
Nova  University,  with  postdoctoral  studies 
at  Harvard  University's  Institute  for  the 
Management  of  Lifelong  Education. 

Dr.  Gomes'  professional  career  is  punctuated  by  education  from  his  earliest 
days  as  an  instructor  of  Social  Studies  and  Science  in  New  Bedford, 
Massachusetts  in  the  late  sixties  to  his  appointment  as  Interim  Executive 
Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs  at  Roxbury  Community  College  in  2002. 

By  the  early  seventies  Dr.  Gomes'  leadership  skills  were  evident  when  he 
was  appointed  chair  of  one  of  Bristol  Community  College's  largest 
departments,  History  and  Social  Sciences.  In  1977,  Dr.  Gomes  came  to 
Roxbury  Community  College  as  the  Assistant  Dean  of  Faculty,  where  he 
was  actively  involved  in  the  development  of  academic  programs  and 
policies,  as  well  as  the  implementation  of  academic  standards.  During  this 
period  Dr.  Gomes  also  served  as  the  Divisional  Chair  of  Liberal  Arts  at 
Roxbury  Community  College.  In  1979,  Dr.  Gomes  returned  to  Bristol 
Community  College  as  Assistant  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  where  he  was 
involved  in  every  aspect  of  the  academic  administration  of  the  College. 

In  1982,  Dr.  Gomes  was  appointed  Dean  of  Continuing  Education  at 
Massasoit  Community  College.  While  at  Massasoit,  Gomes  held  a  variety 
of  progressively  more  responsible  positions  including:  Dean  of  Faculty  and 
Instruction,  Vice  President  of  Faculty  and  Instruction,  and  in  1999  was 
appointed  Vice  President  of  Institutional  Planning  and  Development.  As 
the  chief  academic  officer,  Gomes  was  responsible  for  the  overall  planning, 
development,  coordination  and  administration  of  all  academic  programs 
with  more  than  250  part-time  and  full-time  faculty. 
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In  the  summer  of  2002,  Dr.  Gomes  was  recruited  to  serve  as  Interim 
Executive  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs  at  Roxbury  Community 
College.  During  his  tenure  as  Interim  Executive  Vice  President,  Dr.  Gomes 
provided  overall  leadership  for  curriculum  development  and  instruction, 
lead  the  College  from  oral  to  documented  policies  and  procedures,  focused 
the  College's  decision-making  on  data  based  decisions  and  increased  the 
commitment  to  instructional  technology  and  distance  learning. 

Dr.  Gomes  has  a  strong  commitment  to  the  community  serving  on  a  variety 
of  community  based  boards  in  southeastern  Massachusetts  including  the 
People's  Savings  Bank  of  Brockton,  Growing  Minds  Institute,  Brockton 
Economic  Development  Commission,  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Area 
Health  Education  Center,  Brockton  Savings  Bank,  New  Bedford  Economic 
Development  Commission,  and  the  Massachusetts  Commission  for 
Occupational  Education. 

Dr.  Terrence  A.  Gomes  has  been  appointed  the  thirteenth  President  of 
Roxbury  Community  College  after  a  nation-wide  search  involving  over  80 
candidates.  Dr.  Gomes  had  been  serving  as  the  Interim  President  since 
February  1,  2003,  while  the  search  for  a  permanent  president  was  being 
conducted.  The  process  concluded  with  the  unanimous  vote  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  Dr.  Gomes  on  May  27,  2003. 

Dr.  Gomes  plans  to  make  the  College  a  fully  comprehensive  institution,  one 
that  will  serve  as  the  hub  of  the  community.  His  goal  is  to  remake  the 
College  into  the  focal  point  for  area  neighborhoods,  with  cultural  and 
job-training  programs,  and  classes  for  the  community  ranging  from  the 
very  young  to  senior  citizens. 

Dr.  Gomes  resides  in  New  Bedford  with  his  wife  Dianne,  an  educator  in  the 
New  Bedford  school  system,  and  youngest  daughter,  Terianne.  His  other 
two  daughters,  Michelle  and  Raegen,  are  married  and  live  in  Massachusetts 
and  New  York,  respectively.

Academic  Heraldry 


The  Mace  and  Presidential  Medallion 

The  mace,  once  an  instrument  of  medieval  close  combat,  has  come  to  symbolize  the 
entity  that  is  the  college  or  university.  Many  institutions,  eager  to  engage  in  the 
pageantry  of  the  earliest  academies,  have  adapted  the  mace  as  a  ceremonial  staff  borne 
at  the  head  of  processions  traditionally  marking  the  beginning  of  an  inauguration, 
convocation  or  commencement.  It  features  both  the  seals  of  college  and  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  presidential  medallion  symbolizes  the  power,  responsibility  and  sanctity  of  the 
office  of  the  president  and  is  typically  reserved  for  ceremonial  occasions. 


Academic  Costume 

The  caps  and  gowns  featured  in  the  academic  procession  date  back  to  the  Middle  ages, 
when  they  were  common  dress.  Everyone  —  men  and  women,  royalty  and  peasantry 
—  wore  long-flowing  robes,  and  the  king  decreed  what  quality  of  apparel  was  to  be 
worn  by  whom.  For  academics,  donning  the  cap  and  gown  was  both  ceremonial  and 
practical:  The  particular  variety  worn  was  not  only  a  mark  of  distinction  for  the 
academic  elite,  but  also  was  fashioned  to  insulate  the  scholar  from  the  damp  drafty 
castles  and  reading  halls  of  the  12th  century.  The  hood  first  appeared  as  a  separate 
article  of  clothing  in  the  13th  century,  and  by  the  1600s,  much  like  the  gown,  ceased  to 
be  worn  by  all  but  legal,  official,  academic  and  clerical  personages. 

College  and  University  statutes  aimed  at  distinguishing  the  faculties  and  degrees  of 
learning  have  traditionally  prescribed  the  parameters  by  which  academic  regalia  are 
worn.  In  today's  academic  procession,  the  costumes  not  only  contribute  pageantry  and 
color  to  the  celebration,  but  also  provide  information  about  the  academic  status  of  the 
wearer.  The  cap,  or  mortarboard,  is  worn  by  all  academics  upon  occasion,  but  only 
those  who  hold  an  academic  degree  are  permitted  to  wear  the  tassel  to  the  left.  Gowns 
are  of  three  basic  patterns:  the  bachelor's  gown,  of  unadorned  black  and  with  pointed 
sleeves;  the  master's  gown,  also  of  unadorned  black  but  with  oblong  sleeves,  open  at 
the  wrist  and  square  cut;  and  the  doctor's  gown,  velvet-faced,  with  bell-shaped  sleeves 
and  bars  of  color. 

Hoods,  too,  are  of  three  basic  shapes  and  lengths,  corresponding  to  the  degree  held  by 
the  wearer.  Their  binding  of  trim  is  colored  to  indicate  the  department  or  faculty  to 
which  the  degree  pertains,  while  the  lining  is  decorated  in  the  colors  of  the  institution 
that  awarded  the  degree.
